foreword 

ITH  the  exception  of  Golden  Spur,  Victoria, 
Vanilla  and  Glory  of  Sassenheim,  the  American 
grown  Narcissus  have  proved  to  be  much  better 
than  was  expected  a  few  years  ago.  If  it  were 
not  for  a  few  bicolor  varieties  which  seem  to  develop 
poor  resistance  to  transit  and  subsequent  storage 
conditions,  the  culture  of  these  bulbs  could  be  called 
entirely  successful.  The  Mobjack  Bay  region  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  with  its  dependable  rainfall,  cool  ocean  breezes, 
long  mild  fall  and  early  spring  weather,  broken  by  two 
or  three  spells  of  heavy  frosts  during  winter,  has  un¬ 
doubtedly  produced  the  finest  bulbs  ever  raised  in  Amer¬ 
ica.  It  is  strange  how  many  people  think  that  Virginia 
is  a  hot  weather  state,  it  surely  is  not  that  by  any  means 
along  its  wonderful  seaboard,  for  there  is  skating  every 
winter  where  we  are  located  and  the  shores  are  dotted 
with  the  summer  homes  of  the  wealthy  who  seek  relief 
from  oppressive  temperatures  elsewhere. 

The  bulbs  we  produce  in  this  Narcissus  paradise  are 
unusually  floriferous.  Small  splits  even  contain  buds,

and  three  to  four  flowers  in  double-nosed  bulbs  is  noth¬ 
ing  unusual. 

The  most  careful  check  on  bulbs  received  by  us  from 
other  sections  or  by  our  friends  in  the  trade  has  failed  to 
disclose  the  existence  of  any  bulb  producing  center  which 
offers  better  or  even  the  same  allround  advantages  in 
quality  of  bulbs,  freight  connections  and  close  proximity 
to  the  large  cities,  as  does  the  coastal  region  of  Vir¬ 
ginia. 

We  believe  that  the  insufficient  resistance  of  Golden 
Spur  and  of  some  Bicolors  can  be  overcome  by  cultural 
methods.  We  have  a  very  promising  experiment  under 
observation.  If  this  proves  to  be  of  permanent  benefit 
it  will  then  be  safe  again  to  list  the  old  favorites.  In 
the  meantime  it  is  advisable  to  insist  upon  a  thirty  day 
guarantee  of  sound  keeping  quality  of  bicolors  and  of 
Golden  Spur,  offered  from  any  section,  or  to  discard  the 
troublesome  varieties  altogether  for  the  time  being. 

We  have  enlarged  our  list  of  commercial  varieties  and 
reduced  some  prices  considerably.  We  have  bought  up 
one  of  the  finest  collections  of  new  Narcissus  and  moved 
it  to  Virginia,  paying  up  to  $40. — per  bulb  for  the  most 
exquisite  red  crowns.

DAFFODILS 

WE  have  been  surprised  to  note,  when  ladies  visit 
our  American  nurseries  at  blooming  time,  how 
soon  they  tire  of  looking  at  the  huge  trumpet 
Narcissus  we  grow  and  how  sustained  their  inter¬ 
est  is  in  the  various  forms  and  shades  of  the  red 
cups.  Until  we  observed  this  tendency,  we  did  not  ap¬ 
preciate  what  a  really  large  latent  field  of  sales  awaits 
the  enterprising  retailer  who  suceeds  in  turning  the  spot¬ 
light  of  advertising  upon  this  class  of  Narcissus.  Many 
of  the  visitors  had  never  heard  of  a  red  and  yellow  or  a 
red  and  white  “Jonquil,”  much  less  seen  them  except 
perhaps  the  poorest  forms  like  “Poets”  or  “Conspicuus” 
As  a  rule  the  men  were  for  size,  a  “Prince  of  Wales” 
or  “Whistler”  or  “Robert  Sydenham”  impressed  them  the 
most,  but  the  ladies  went  for  “Lucifer,”  “Bernardino,” 
“Bath’s  Flame”,  “Horace”,  “Admiration”  and  a  host  of 
others  showing  either  orange  or  red  markings.  “South¬ 
ern  Gem”  with  its  snow  white  petalage  and  lemon  yellow 
cup  also  came  in  for  much  praise,  and  when  we  showed 
that  many  of  the  bulbs  produced  three  and  four  flowers, 
it  promptly  was  put  down  in  the  notebook. 

The  bulbs  of  these  exquisite  varieties  invariably  travel 
well  and  stand  up  excellently  under  storage  conditions. 
The  American-grown  stocks  of  them  do  better  in  pots 
and  in  bulb  fibre  than  the  Plolland  bulbs  used  to  do  and 
they  bloom  exceptionally  well  in  the  garden  where  most 
of  them  establish  themselves  in  permanent  clumps. 

The  English  hybridizers  of  Narcissus  are  bending 
their  energies  to  the  production  of  better  red-and-orange 
crowned  Narcissus.  Some  of  their  creations  are  mag¬ 
nificent  beyond  description.  In  Europe,  especially  in 
England  and  Holland,  these  newer,  more  cheerful  look¬ 
ing  types  are  “all  the  rage,”  they  fill  the  larger  part  of 
the  shows  and  draw  the  greatest  amount  of  attention. 
We  believe  that  the  increased  attention  given  to  the 
Narcissi  in  the  U.  S.  A.  will  turn  to  the  red-tinted  types 
as  they  become  better  known,  and  firmly  believing  in 
what  we  say,  we  present  herewith  a  new  division  of 
types  and  colors.
